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Cash call

A FUNDRAISING appeal 
has been launched by cam¬ 
paigners battling against 
plans for windfarms in Mid 
Wales. 

Members of the Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Against Pylons 
(MAP) group said the money 
raised will help pay for 
expert witnesses to attend a 
public inquiry in the sum¬ 
mer into the building of 
windfarms in the region. 

The inquiry into proposed 
windfarms at Llanbadarn 
Fynydd, Llaithddu, Llandi- 
nam, Llanbrynmair and 
Carnedd Wen in Mid Wales 
will take place in June. 

Members of MAP say the 
decision of the public inqu¬ 
iry will be key to whether a 
series of pylons are built 
through the Mid Wales and 
Shropshire countryside to 
take the power generated 
from the turbines to the 
national electricity network. 

MAP chairman Jonathon 
Wilkinson said: “The money 
raised will go towards get¬ 
ting expert witnesses to 
speak on our behalf at the 
public inquiry on what 
impact these turbines will 
have on the area and its 
tourism. We will need to 
raise a lot of money.” 

He added that an update 
on the battle against wind- 
farms and pylons will be 
given at a public meeting at 
Bwlch-y-Cibau Village Hall 
tomorrow, Friday at 7pm 
where Montgomeryshire 
MP Glyn Davies has been 
invited to speak.

doorsteps. 

The power giant wants 
the line to run from a new 
sub-station at Cefn Coch, 
near Llanfair Caereinion, to 
Lower Frankton, near 
Oswestry. It would transfer 
power from Mid Wales wind- 
farms to the national elec¬ 
tricity network in 
Shropshire. 

An announcement is 
expected this year outlining 
which parts of the power line 
will be buried underground 
and which will be carried 
overhead on pylons. 

A spokesman for the 
National Grid said: “Since 
we announced the route cor¬ 
ridor and substation siting 
area to provide a connection 
for new wind farms in Mid 
Wales, we have been doing a 
number of things to help fur¬ 
ther develop the proposals. 

“Bruton Knowles, the 
land agents acting on our 
behalf, have been making 
contact with people with a 
legal interest in land in the 
route corridor. 

“They have been asking 
people to confirm details of 
their land ownership and 
rights and seeking their 
agreement to allow our ecol¬ 
ogists and surveyors access 
to undertake a variety of 
surveys.” 

Michael Watney, from 
property agents Balfours, 
claimed there was as yet no 
legal obligation on farmers 
to sign any paperwork con¬ 
cerning their land. 

He said: “It is optional 
whether you co-operate with 
them or not.”

TWO men were today behind bars after police foiled an attempted 
break-in at a house near Oswestry. 

Jonathan Lowe, aged 32, and David Nyari, 25, targeted a property in Osbaston but were 
snared in the act. Officers tracked the pair after being alerted to a ‘reconnaissance’ mission 
carried out in the days leading up to the flawed raid. 

Lowe was jailed for four-and-a-half-years and disqualified from driving for five years, 
while Nyari was jailed for 38 months. Both men had previous convictions for burglary and 
committed the offence while they had been released from prison on licence, Shrewsbury 

Crown Court heard. 

Lowe, of no fixed address, and Nyari, of 
Brereton Road, Willenhall, West Midlands, 
admitted attempted burglary when they 
appeared at court this week. They had ini¬ 
tially denied the offence, on July 23 last year. 

Mr Nicholas Burn, prosecuting, said the 
police intervened and arrested the men 
before they could burgle the property. 

“This was a planned and organised event 
which included reconnaissance, the selec¬ 
tion of a rural target and the disabling and 
leaving behind of mobile phones which 
would have given a trace,” he said. “On July 
19 the defendant, Mr Lowe, was seen in the 
vicinity of the target premises.” 

Mr Danny Smith, for Lowe, said: “He 
came from a decent family. Sadly that was 
shattered when his mother died. Mr Lowe 
started to associate with criminal peers. 

“He knows he needs to stop offending. He 
needs hope.” 

Mr Oliver Woolhouse, for Nyari, told the 
court his client was a relatively young man 
who could still have a good future ahead of 
him. 

Recorder Thomas Rochford said: “It was a 
substantial property in the countryside. You 
expected it would provide rich pickings for 
you. 

“There was a significant degree of plan¬ 
ning involved in this offence. ”

The snow’s here and we slide to a standstill again 


SO it has happened again. We get the first 
snow of the winter and the country slides to 
a horrible standstill. 

Thousands failed to get to work, trains 
were cancelled, flights were grounded, 
schools closed, posties got a day off, our bins 
weren’t emptied and shops were stripped 
bare as panic buying set in. 

Why can’t we cope? Why aren’t we better 
prepared? I read an argument this week 
that if we knew we were going to get snow 
every year we would be as ready as coun¬ 
tries such as Canada, Finland or Austria 
who manage to carry on normal lives in far 
worse conditions than this. 

The government in Finland, for example, 
is able to tell people they have to fit special 
winter tyres from December to March 
because they know it’s likely to stay bad for 
the whole of that time. In Canada, they 
invest millions in enormous ploughs and 
heavy snow-clearing gear, safe in the knowl¬ 
edge it will get used regularly. In Norway, 


they even have heated pavements to keep 
them free of ice. 

The government is now seeking informa¬ 
tion about changing weather patterns and 
if they should be better prepared for greater 
difficulties in future. Stockpiles of salt cost 
taxpayers’ money and while most local 
authorities are keeping more in reserve 
than they used to there will always be fears 
about over-compensating. Spending on 
gritting lorries or snow diverts money from 
education budgets or hospital facilities. 

So who has the answers? Is it worthwhile 


putting expensive new measures in place 
when there’s no guarantee of future heavy 
snow? 

In the meantime we need to toughen up a 
little. In my youth most motorists were bet¬ 
ter prepared. Sets of chains were fitted to 
vehicles and we all made a bigger effort. 

At the very least motorists should think 
about winter tyres while there is no excuse 
for airport closures when across the world 
other countries cope with heavier snow¬ 
falls.

A CYCLING group’s call to cut the speed 
of motorists in Oswestry town centre is a 
great idea. 

Members of Velo-os plan to start promot¬ 
ing the 20’s Plenty for Us campaign in 
Oswestry to stop motorists travelling too 
fast on town centre roads. 

The 20’s Plenty for Us is a national 
organisation which wants speed limited in 
all areas across the country. I first came 


across the scheme in Scotland a few years 
ago and thought then it was a great idea.

CAN NEW OWNER OF BUSINESS TERMINATE MY RETAINED CONTRACTOR AGREEMENT? 

Q: I am an IT contractor retained by clients on a twelve month basis. Last year one client was bought out by a bigger company. When I contacted them to introduce myself they told me they 
didn’t want my services. I pointed out that my contract still had five months to run but they sent me a letter advising that they were terminating my contract. Can they do this? 

A: Unfortunately there is no clear rule. It depends what the new company (NewCo) bought and if this includes liability for your contract, what is written in that contract. You need to find out 
what NewCo has acquired. Did it take over the old company (OldCo) in its entirety, including its assets and liabilities (e.g. existing contractual obligations such as yours)? 

If your contract has a termination clause allowing OldCo to give notice, then NewCo can give notice. If there is no termination clause then NewCo will be bound to pay your retainer for the 
remaining five months. Even if NewCo didn’t “buy” your contract, it may transfer automatically if there is a novation or an assignment clause. In the case of a novation clause things carry on as 
usual provided both parties agree. In the case of an assignment clause things only carry on as usual if NewCo agrees. Even if you rely on a novation or an assignment clause, NewCo could still 
fall back on a termination clause if one exists. 

You must abide by whatever is stated in the contract and as a contractor, unlike an employee, you have no protection under employment law including the TUPE (Transfer of Undertakings 
(Protection of Employment) Regulations. With the current climate forcing more self-employment your question highlights the need to ensure the correct wording and understanding of business to 
business contracts and seek the advice of a reputable employment lawyer where appropriate.

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More aid 
urged for 
victims of 
flooding 

MORE needs to be done to 
help people affected by flood¬ 
ing despite an extra £5 mil¬ 
lion funding boost for Wales, 
it has been claimed. 

Russell George, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire AM, said flood¬ 
ing is one of the most 
‘distressing’ things to hit 
homeowners and called on 
the Welsh Assembly to pro¬ 
vide more aid for those 
affected. 

But the Assembly said it 
had upped its flooding 
investment to £150 million 
to help those at risk. 

According to the Environ¬ 
ment Agency, about one in 
six properties are at risk of 
flooding in Wales. 

Last year a UK Climate 
Change Risk Assessment for 
Wales report stated that 
‘flood risk in Wales is higher 
than in other UK countries 
in terms of the proportion of 
people, property and infra¬ 
structure at risk of flooding’. 

Mr George said: “Losing 
your home to flooding is one 
of the most distressing expe¬ 
riences and something that 
the victims will never forget. 

“Recent flooding in Wales 
should have shocked Labour 
ministers into action.” 

But Environment Minis¬ 
ter John Griffiths said: “The 
extra money will enable con¬ 
struction work on flood 
defence schemes to begin 
earlier than planned, which 
is great news for the affected 
residents and the local con¬ 
struction industry.”

Constable Kevin Jones, of Dyfed Powys Police, said he is appealing for any farmers 
offered the sheep for sale to come forward. 

He said: “Police are investigating after 76 pregnant Texel cross ewes and two texel rams 
were stolen from a field in the Rhiwhiriaeth area of Llanfair Caereinion.

“These are serious offences which can have 
a significant impact on the livelihood of the 
victims and the rural community at large. 

“Police officers will be stepping up patrols 
in rural areas across Powys and making 
vehicle stops in a bid to provide reassurance 
to members of the farming community. 

“Officers are urging people who see any 
suspiciously activity in the area to call police 
as all matters will be fully investigated.”

TWO UNDERAGE drinkers have 
been banned from pubs in Welsh¬ 
pool after being caught in the act 
over Christmas. 

A further two people who were already 
banned from the pubs under the Behave or 
Be Banned (BoBB) scheme were caught 
breaking their orders and have had their 
bans extended. 

Constable Nicola Davies said: “Following 
Welshpool’s New Year’s Behave or Be 
Banned pub watch meeting, two youths 
have been issued with BoBB bans that will 
expire a period after their 18th birthdays. 

“The committee also extended BoBB bans 
by three months after two individuals failed 
to comply with their current bans and 
entered licensed premises on the scheme 
during the festive period. 

“The licensee lead scheme allows pubs to 
work with partners such as the police to 
ensure that the troublemakers are not 
allowed into licensed premises for a period 
at the discretion of the scheme. 

“The scheme also voted to issue interim 
banning notices to those who are arrested 
for failure to comply with a direction to leave 
the locality notice, an offence under the Vio¬ 
lent Crime Reduction Act 2006. 

“As a result of this, one 17 year old male 
was nominated by the committee to be given 
a BoBB ban. This now brings the total to 34 
individuals who are currently on the Welsh¬ 
pool Pubwatch list. 

“Welshpool BoBB scheme will not tolerate 
underage drinking, violence or anti-social 
behaviour. 

“Bans will be issued where appropriate to 
ensure that the majority of people who are 
responsible can enjoy themselves.”

RESIDENTS in Welshpool are being offered a unique opportunity that 
will see them carry out an iconic role on the Montgomery Canal.

Lock keeping has been a fixture on the canals for hundreds of years and the role of the 
modern-day volunteer lock keeper is to help the trust look after the waterways, including 
helping boaters through the locks, providing a polite and friendly welcome to waterway vis¬ 
itors and helping to maintain many historic, listed locks. 

Actor and adventurer Brian Blessed sup¬ 
ported the first appeal during 2012 which 
saw over 250 people come forward and 
become volunteer lock keepers.

“We weren’t even told that the 
bus wouldn’t come this way anymore and 
James spent 45 minutes waiting at the side 
of the road on the first day of term.” 

But Powys County Council stands by its 
decision as ‘commercial sense’, adding: 
“Our policy states that post-16 learners can 
be expected to make their own way to a col¬ 
lection point up to three miles away from 
their home. There is a public bus service that 
continues to operate through Leighton.”

A PROJECT to establish a traffic-free route 
from Gobowen to Oswestry has won the 
support in principle of a parish council.

Mr Thomas said: “It’s getting so expen¬ 
sive travelling to Oswestry. I’m trying to get 
a traffic-free path alongside the disused 
railway line linking Gobowen to Oswestry.”

In 2003, Mr Paterson and local councillor 
Dilys Gaskill hijacked the coach carrying 
officials to the opening ceremony for Ness- 
cliffe bypass and took them to see Shotatton 
crossroads. But he said he believed little had 
been done since to ease the problems for 
motorists. 

Road safety cameras have been installed 
on the A5 at Shotatton in recent years fol¬ 
lowing the introduction of a 40mph speed 
limit. 

Mr Paterson said: “I have been calling for 
something to be done not only at Shotatton 
but the entire stretch of the A5 between 
Nesscliffe and the Shropshire border for 
more than 10 years. This is one of my earli¬ 
est campaigns and still little has been done. 

“In an ideal world the entire stretch, 
including the Oswestry bypass, should be a 
dual carriageway. But the priority has to be 
Shotatton crossroads and the road between 
Wolfs Head and Queen’s Head. 

“These are tough economic times and we 
simply have not got the money to build new 
roads and fund road schemes. The Govern¬ 
ment has inherited a huge financial debt. 

“However, I will continue to press for 
improvements to this crossroads. I will also 
be talking to the leader of Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil to look at ways that the council could help 
out. I would like to see if there is any flexi¬ 
bility in a joint improvement scheme.”

Staff to climb 
peaksforfund 

A TOUGH challenge to climb the three 
highest peaks in England, Scotland and 
Wales will be made by staff at a company in 
Oswestry, in memory of one of their col¬ 
leagues. 

Martin Thorpe, who lost his battle with 
cancer last year, aged 58, was part of the 
Rigby Thorpe Construction Consultancy 
and carried out sub-contracting work for 
the Pickstock group of companies. 

Now colleagues at the Pickstock group 
have events planned to raise money in his 
name for Marie Curie Cancer Care. 

They include a Three Peaks challenge 
over the weekend of June 1 and 2 when 22 
members of the group, which includes Ele¬ 
ments Europe, JRoss Developments Ltd 
and JR Pickstock Ltd will take on one of the 
toughest walking challenges in the country. 

Mr Thorpe’s widow, Katie, said: “The 
nurses do not just care for the patient, they 
give support to the family as well.” 


But the club’s founder member Mervyn 
Davies said the 28-day rule had cost the club 
many members because enthusiasts want to 
be able to fly throughout the year. 

He said: “I disagree with the claim that 
the noise from the aircraft is too much. 

“We are restricted by our planning regu¬ 
lations not to use any aircraft which cause a 
sound higher than 84 decibels. 

“We actually have a decibel recorder and 
if any aircraft is over 84 decibels we don’t fly 
them.” 

Mr Davies added that although members 
did not live in Maesbury, they were local to 
the area. 

Objector Susan Norris lives in a static car¬ 
avan with her husband David in the 
grounds of her mother’s bungalow near the 
flying club’s field. 

She said she moved to the area to look 
after her 82-year-old mother Trixie Jones. 

Mrs Norris said: “My mother is elderly 
and doesn’t need all this. She can still hear 
the whine and the noise even when her win¬ 
dows are shut and they are triple glazed. 

“It is unbearable. If David and I are in the 
garden the noise makes our lives a misery. 

“To have it around the year is just too 
much.” 

Four other people have also objected to 
the bid, as has Maesbury parish councillor 
Peter Richardson. 

Shropshire Council hopes to determine 
the bid by January 29.

It comes after officials at the Royal Agri¬ 
cultural Benevolent Institution revealed 
£111,466 was handed out to 67 farmers in 
Shropshire during 2012 to pay for funeral 
costs and utilities and council tax arrears. 
Emergency cash was also provided to farm¬ 
ers waiting for state benefits, clothing and 
food vouchers. 

Only farmers in North Yorkshire were 
given more - and Shropshire has been in the 
top three for handouts for the past five 
years. 

John Brown, chairman of SRSN, who 
farms near Wem, said he was not surprised 
to hear the county’s farmers were strug¬ 
gling. 

He said: “We haven’t got to the end of the 
winter yet, if it is a nice early spring every¬ 
one will heave a sigh of relief but if it is cold, 
wet and late that is when the problems will 
really start. 

“There is a lot of TB coming in so people 
can’t move cows. It is very serious and is get¬ 
ting quite bad in pockets around Market 
Drayton and then from below Shrewsbury 
down into Herefordshire.” 

Andrew Bebb, a dairy farmer in Han- 
wood, near Shrewsbury, said: “The phone 
has been busy, we put people in touch with 
the RABI and we were getting one new case 
each week. 

“A lot of problems are weather-related 
and there is a lot of depression around 
because of poor returns.”

THE high income Child Benefit tax charge 
was introduced on January 7, advises 
Richard Heath of DRE&CO Chartered 
Accountants. 

Any couple who have an individual 
income of more than £50,000 may be liable 
to a tax charge if one of them is in receipt of 
Child Benefit. 

In the event that both parties have an 
income of more than £50,000 the charge will 
apply only to the partner with the highest 
income. 

For taxpayers with an income of between 
£50,000 and £60,000 the amount of the 
charge will be one per cent of the Child Ben¬ 
efit received for every £100 of income over 
£50,000. 

Richard warned that taxpayers may be at 
risk of paying penalties for failing to inform 
H M Revenue and Customs of their liability. 

Taxpayers who consider that they will be 
affected by this charge should seek advice 
from their accountants, he commented.

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Patients 
sought 
for health 
project 

TEN patients aged between 
60 and 79 living in Mid Wales 
are being sought for a pio¬ 
neering research project 
focused on how they can 
benefit from new telehealth 
technology. 

The patients must already 
be using technology to man¬ 
age chronic pain or a long 
term medical condition, be 
visited at least once a week 
in their home by a nurse or 
professional carer and live in 
Powys. 

The project aims to 
explore the relationships 
between patients and their 
professional carers when 
they start using a range of 
telehealth technology. 

Sophie Corbett, research 
assistant at the Institute of 
Rural Health in Newtown, 
said the project was an excit¬ 
ing look at the future of 
healthcare. 

She said: “Technology 
might include going online 
to discuss medical condition 
with other sufferers in an 
internet forum, using a 
phone app that allows you to 
put in information about 
your pain and track it daily, 
sending blood pressure read¬ 
ings via a mobile or landline 
to your health centre.

200 motorists fail breath 
test in festive crackdown 


TWO HUNDRED motorists failed breath tests 
on the roads of Mid Wales during the annual 
Christmas crackdown, police said today. 

Out of 11,075 tests carried out by Dyfed Powys Police, 200 
failed - the highest figure in the country, although the num¬ 
ber has dropped eight per cent. 


Welsh forces tested more 
than 35,000 drivers from 
December 1 to January 1, an 
increase of more than 7,700 
tests and the number of peo¬ 
ple testing positive, failing 
or refusing a test was 502, a 
drop of 43, or nearly eight 
per cent, on 2011. 

Dyfed Powys Police said it 
was ‘disappointing to see a 
minority who are continuing 
to ignore the law’. 

Wayne Tucker, police road 
safety officer, said: 
“Although there has been a 
marked increase in testing 
across Wales, it is still disap¬ 
pointing to see that some 
drivers are continuing to 
risk their lives and those of 
others by consuming alcohol 
and then getting behind the 
wheel of a vehicle. 

“It is evident that a major¬ 
ity of drivers across Wales 
are responsible and law- 
abiding, however it is still 
disappointing to see a 
minority who are continuing 
to ignore the law. 

“It cannot be stressed 
highly enough that any 
amount of drugs or alcohol 
can impair ability to judge 
speed and distance, and

inevitably endanger the 
lives of other motorists.” 

He said officers across 
Wales would continue to tar¬ 
get areas where drink driv¬ 
ing was prevalent. 

North Wales Police car¬ 
ried out the highest number 
of breath tests at 18,780, 
with 107 people testing posi¬ 
tive, failing or refusing. 

South Wales Police tested 
3,703 people, and 156 were 
positive, failed or refused. In 
Gwent, there were 1,935 
tests, with 39 being positive, 
failed or refused. 

The number of under-25s 
arrested in 2012 remains 
unchanged at 142. 

Sian George, Dyfed Powys 
Police spokeswoman, added: 
“Nearly one in six of all 
deaths on the road involve 
drivers who are over the 
legal alcohol limit. 

“Drinking and driving 
occurs across a wide range of 
age groups but particularly 
among young men aged 17- 
29 in both casualties and 
positive breath tests.”

DATA from flashing speed 
signs in Pant will be shown 
to villagers tonight (Thurs¬ 
day) to illustrate how many 
vehicles speed in the area.

THE Rotary Club of Oswestry has raised 
thousands of pounds for charity over the 
past month, and money is already being 
donated to good causes. 

Recently the club gave £100 for the work 
of SADS, the charity for Sudden Arrhyth¬ 
mic Death Syndrome, following a talk to 
members by Anne Wilson. 

She highlighted the appeal by the charity 
to make it obligatory for secondary schools 
to be equipped with a defibrillator. 

Funds raised by the club’s annual tree of 
light are to be shared by several charities 
including Hope House Children’s Hospice, 
The County Air Ambulance Trust, The 
Cricket Federation for People with Disabil¬ 
ities, North Shropshire Special Olympics 
and Rotary good causes. 

The amount collected in memory of loved 
ones by the tree of light was a record 
breaker with £4,022 raised compared to 
£2,317 last year. 


The council will receive a grant settle¬ 
ment of £183 million from the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment for the financial year 2013/14, up 
from £178.lm for 2012/13. Funding is 
expected to fall considerably over the next 
three years. 

Council leader Councillor David Jones 
said today: “Powys County Council faces a 
£30m reduction in the base budget over the 
next three years. This will be a tough budget 
but the cabinet are determined to move to 
fair provision across Powys. 

“We will be looking to make savings but 
the bulk of those will fall to making efficien¬ 
cies in the way the council is run.” 

A Welsh government spokeswoman said 
Local Government Minister Carl Sargeant 
acknowledged protecting local services was 
likely to be more difficult in the future. 

“The Local Government Minister Carl 
Sargeant has said very clearly that the set¬ 
tlement the Welsh government delivered to 
local authorities in Wales is better than they 
expected and better than in England,” she 
said. 

“While the minister has powers to limit 
an individual authority’s council tax rises if 
necessary, he expects authorities to act rea¬ 
sonably recognising the constraints that 
their residents are facing on their house¬ 
hold budgets.” 

Last week Councillor Russell George said 
the council would have to find savings of 
£5million in the next year.

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Closing the prison door for 
the very last time in county 


OUTDATED, largely Victorian, and very, very overcrowded, Shrews¬ 
bury Jail is a venerable old lady who has done her time - with a fair 
share of dark moments in her grisly past. 

Now those cell doors will soon clang shut for the last time as the jail, which has been at 
the heart of Shrewsbury for over 200 years, is closed, having outlived its usefulness, and 
having itself being condemned as too old and too costly to maintain. 

The Dana has never had that ring which sends a chill down the spine, unlike, say, Dart¬ 
moor, Strangeways, and Holloway. Nevertheless, there will be many Salopians who have

their own “inside story”. 

For all its forbidding aspect, it is unlikely 
that old lags will have Shrewsbury down as 
one of the toughest institutions within the 
prison service. Even the prison food was 
once praised for its high standard in a “good 
jail guide”. 

The cells have integral sanitation - the 
days of slopping out are over - power, and 
television. Back in 2004 well-behaved 
inmates could enjoy the reward of being 
given a Freeview television box. 

Crowds 

But Shrewsbury has a dark side. For 
many years it was a place of execution, 
which in older times was carried out in pub¬ 
lic and drew huge crowds. People used to 
turn up early to make sure they got a good 
place, and posters were produced as sou¬ 
venirs. 

Shrewsbury’s last public hanging was on 
April 11, 1863, when 30-year-old Edward 
Cooper was executed for a murder at 
Baschurch. 

It was particularly popular, with numbers 
watching nearly 10 times more than the pre¬ 
vious execution, according to a Shrewsbury 
Chronicle report. The crowds were 
“perched as thickly as crows in a densely - 
populated rookery”. 

The 20th century saw eight executions, 
all for murder. The condemned men were: 
Richard Wigley, of Shrewsbury (executed 
March 18, 1902); Thomas Cox, of Ludlow

(December 19, 1917); William Griffiths, of 
Eccleshall (July 24, 1923); Frank Griffin, of 
Bolton (January 4, 1951); Harry Huxley, of 
Holt, near Wrexham (July 8, 1952); Donald 
Neil Simon, a former Canadian soldier, of 
Slough (October 23, 1952); Desmond Don¬ 
ald Hooper, of Atcham (January 26, 1954); 
and George Riley, of Shrewsbury (February 
9,1961). Those carried out in the 1950s were 
conducted by Albert Pierrepoint, Britain’s 
last, and most famous, hangman. 

The practice was to bury the executed 
offender within the prison precincts. 

During a redevelopment in 1972, the 
remains of 10 unnamed prisoners executed 
at Shrewsbury Prison were dug up. Nine 
were cremated and one set was handed over 
to relatives. This 10 would have been just 


the tip of the iceberg - scores of prisoners 
were hanged at Shrewsbury, for crimes as 
minor as stealing sheep, and they included 
at least one woman. In April 1822 five pris¬ 
oners were hanged for burglary in one day. 

Escapes? Yes, those too, including an 
unusual escape in reverse in 1966 in which 
a man from Dawley actually scaled the 
perimeter wall and broke in to the jail. 
There has been at least one rooftop protest, 
and another famous rooftop incident when 
Santa Claus - actually prankster Poddy Pod- 
more - scaled the walls and threw down gifts 
to the prisoners in December 1977. 

Famous inmates have included one of the 
great train robbers, Robert Welch, who was 
there for a time in 1964 after being given a 
30-year sentence.

John Hughes, Shropshire Wildlife Trust 
development manager, said: “The couple 
who currently run the restaurant have 
experience in catering and we have got expe¬ 
rience of visitor centres. 

“Ellesmere is famous for its heron watch 
which is run by volunteers. We have a lot of 
experience of wildlife and working with vol¬ 
unteers. It is a match made in heaven. 

“Our aim is to get more people in there, 
making sure they have a fantastic time and 
want to come back. We want people to 
understand the importance of the Meres 
and Mosses and the wildlife there.”

CAMPAIGNERS fighting plans 
by a farmer to remove more 
than seven miles of hedgerow 
from his land have been cele¬ 
brating after he withdrew the 
plan. 

But they said the application for Mar- 
rington Farm, in Chirbury showed the 
weakness of rules regarding hedgerows, 
and showed that more needed to be done 
to protect them. 

Farmer Fraser Jones said he will con¬ 
sider a new application later this year 
once he has studied the hedgerow in 
greater detail. 

He said although he had applied to 
remove seven miles of hedge, he never 
planned to remove all of it. 

Impact 

He said today: “What I plan to do now 
is sit down and study hedgerows and look 
at what I need to do in detail and then I 
can think again about putting in other 
applications later in the year to remove 
the parts I really need to. 

“I will look at the history and ecologi¬ 
cal impact before putting them in with 
the council.” 

More than 350 people objected to 
Shropshire Council about his plans, 
arguing that the hedgerow is ‘historic’ 
and home to rare birds and mammals. 

Councillor Heather Kidd called Mr 
Jones’ decision ‘fantastic news’. “We now 
need to keep a sharp look out in case any 
further application of any magnitude is 
made,” she said. 

“It was appalling that environmental 
destruction on this scale could consid¬ 
ered in this day and age. 

“What is the point of paying some 
landowners to plant new hedgerows 
whilst others try to rip seven miles of 
them up? A review of the law on this issue 
is long overdue.”

shire Wildlife Trust, added: “The Chir¬ 
bury application revealed the weakness 
of the current Hedgerow Regulations to 
protect this essential part of our land¬ 
scape. 

Support 

“While hedgerows are recognised as a 
priority habitat within the UK Biodiver¬ 
sity Action Plan, the regulations do not 
adequately support their continued sur¬ 
vival and good maintenance. 

“We would like to see the regulations 
strengthened so that the hedgerow net¬ 


work and the wildlife that lives within it 
is no longer subjected to threats of 
destruction as it has been at Chirbury, 
but will be valued and appropriately 
looked after as an intrinsic part of the 
landscape.” 

A Euro MP had joined the fight to save 
the hedgerow. West Midlands MEP Phil 
Bennion, who himself farms in South 
Staffordshire, walked footpaths around 
Marrington Farm at Chirbury with local 
residents meeting more than a dozen 
people who say the hedgerows should 
remain in place. 


The MEP said he had been amazed by 
the beauty of the local countryside. “It is 
a wonderful patchwork quilt of fields 
with some quite incredible, fabulous, old 
oak trees growing in the hedgerows,” he 
said. 

“I believe farmers should be custodi¬ 
ans of the countryside. Farmers are given 
public money under the Common Agri¬ 
cultural Policy and we should use that to 
retain these field patterns.” 

Resident Nigel Brooks, who has lived 
next to the farm for 25 years, said he was 
glad of the wider interest in the issue. 


“I think now research has been done 
into how old these hedgerows and trees 
are, we may have reached a turning point 
in the debate. They are used as move¬ 
ment corridors for all kinds of wildlife.” 

Leading environmental charities had 
joined the campaign against plans to 
remove more than seven miles of 
hedgerow from the Shropshire farm. 

The Campaign to Protect Rural Eng¬ 
land (CPRE) and The Wildlife Trusts say 
they have united to voice concerns about 
the future for England’s hedgerows after 
the plans were submitted.

IT STARTED in his garage, in a quiet 
Shropshire village and then BBC Radio 
presenter Chris Hawkins began his 
career in the humblest surrounds at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital. 

“I used to make mix tapes,” he says, sitting on 
the seventh floor of Media City, in Manchester, 
where he broadcasts his daily 6music show. 

“I made a disco booth from wood, in my garage, 
then I’d buy vinyl from Durrant’s, on Wyle Cop, 
Shrewsbury with my pocket money. I’d get my sis¬ 
ters and their friends to come to my disco, then I’d 
DJ.” 

DJing is in Chris’s blood. Though his family had 
no connection with the profession, he was infatu¬ 
ated with the radio as a child. 

“I was listening to radio as a kid, in Loppington, 
from a really early age. I was fascinated by the way 
that radio and music radio worked. It was the one- 
to-one nature of it and the ability of a presenter to 
talk to you. I felt as though I knew the presenters. 

“Radio One was our link with the outside world. 
We couldn’t even go out because there was nowhere 
to go out to. There was one pub in the village. There 
were Young Farmers’ Clubs and after that it was 
Park Lane.” 

Chris, who went to school at Ellesmere College, 
got his first break at BBC Radio Shropshire - 
though he also made formative broadcasts at Frac¬ 
tured Radio, at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital. 

“I did work experience there, and after that I 
never really went away. There were some really 
good people there who had a bit of faith in me, like 
Eric Smith and Colin Young. I didn’t do a pro¬ 
gramme on Radio Shropshire, I did the market 
prices. It gave me a grounding.”

Danni passing on passion 
for fitness with business 


HEALTH and fitness has been Danni Evans’s life - and livelihood - for 
all her adult life. 

She is passionate about getting people fit and healthy and believing in themselves. And 
the 36 year old certainly practises what she preaches. 

For whether at work or play 36-year-old Danni seems to be always on the go - and loving 
it. 

She launched her Fitness2Improve company after moving to Ellesmere in Shropshire 
from the south of England. 

“I qualified in fitness 18 years ago with a 
sports therapy diploma at Bath and voca¬ 
tional qualifications to teach exercise to 
music, gym, circuits and spinning. 

“While working at a gym in Bristol I 
decided I wanted to learn more so I did a 
sports and exercise science degree at Luton 
University. 

Having met her then boyfriend, now hus¬ 
band, James, at university the couple had 
their first son, Josh, now 12, in Danni’s final 
year. 

“Four weeks after Josh’s birth I was sit¬ 
ting my exams and finishing my disserta¬ 
tion.” 

She said it was finding out that she was 
pregnant that gave her the incentive she 
needed to get healthy herself. 

“I was doing a lot of sport but my diet 
wasnt brilliant and after a women’s rugby 
game would sink a few pints. I would still go 
and socialise with the club but started look¬ 
ing after myself. And with Josh a baby I had 
to be organised to fit in my university work. ” 

When the couple moved to Shropshire 
Danni again found herself juggling parent¬ 
hood with her work and her dream of run¬ 
ning her own business. She found part-time 
jobs and ran a couple of exercise classes as 
doing college lecture work in Shrewsbury. 

“While at Shrewsbury College of Arts and 
Technology I gained my PGCE and asses¬ 
sors qualifications and had two more chil¬ 
dren,” she added.

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Majority 
of fires 
start in 
kitchens 

SIX out of every 10 house 
fires in Mid Wales are caused 
by people becoming dis¬ 
tracted in the kitchen. 

Mid & West Wales Fire 
and Rescue Service said it is 
also shocked that 20 per cent 
of calls to businesses in the 
area are caused by workers 
burning their toast in the 
workplace. 

It is now launching a cam¬ 
paign to get people to pay 
more attention when using 
cooking appliances. 

David Phillips, head of 
business and fire safety, 
said: “We all enjoy a piece of 
warm toast, often with a nice 
cup of tea, but unfortunately 
toast and burnt toast in par¬ 
ticular has become some¬ 
thing of a menace for us over 
the last year. 

“Did you know that 60 per 
cent of all house fires start in 
the kitchen through unsu¬ 
pervised cooking? Smoke 
alarms are fitted to give an 
early warning of fire. It does¬ 
n’t help if the batteries are 
taken out of bleeping smoke 
detectors because you keep 
burning the toast and other 
food. Analysis of statistics 
for the current year shows 
that around 20 per cent of 
these calls are to business 
premises where the cause is 
found to be smoke from 
burnt toast.” 

Mr Phillips said he was 
hoping workplaces would 
review their policies on 
allowing employees to cook 
while on the premises. 


Wide-ranging ambition to 
work with African game

IF there was one thing I wanted to 
do when I grew up, it was work 
with wildlife. Not that any old con¬ 
servation job would do; no, I 
wanted to be a game ranger. I 
wanted to live in the African bush, 
track animals and lead anti¬ 
poaching patrols. 

It was a fairly focused vision and I can’t 
quite remember when it petered out...if 
indeed it has. In reality, who in their right 
mind would employ a fresh-faced English¬ 
man on a rough and tough African game 
reserve? No one. So perhaps it’s just as 
well that my childhood dreams never quite 
came true. However a few years ago, I did 
at least give it a tentative ‘go’. 

In 1858, the explorer David Livingstone 
set forth on another of his great expedi¬ 
tions. His aim was to travel along the lower 
reaches of the Zambezi River in today’s 
Mozambique and Zimbabwe and recon¬ 
noitre the area for resources but he actu¬ 
ally spent most of his time on a much 
smaller and wilder river, the Shire (Shi- 
ree). 

He had heard tales of a vast lake at the 
Shire’s head and given his thirst for fame 
and derring-do, he made the lake his new 
goal. 

Livingstone didn’t have an easy time of 
it. Warfare was endemic. Malarial fevers 
plagued low-lying marshy areas and 
Tsetse fly seemed to be everywhere. But he 
did eventually reach the lake and asked 
the locals what its name was. 

They replied ‘Nyasa’ and Livingstone 
duly Christened it ‘Lake Nyasa’ (now Lake 
Malawi). Unfortunately he had actually 
just asked the locals ‘what’ it was, not 
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what its ‘name’ was and they had replied 
with their name for a ‘lake’. So Living¬ 
stone had just declared to the somewhat 
confused natives, that the lake be named 
‘Lake Lake’. Anyway, I digress. 

When I made my way into Malawi, I was 
very keen to see the Shire. I chartered a 
small boat with a slightly dodgy captain 
who seemed to want to take me as close as 
possible to the clearly irate hippo pods and 
enormous basking crocs. 

After skirting these we headed 
upstream to the giant reedbeds. There 
was no one else on the river, or at least 
that was the theory. 

No sooner had the captain told me of the 
poaching problem in this part of the coun¬ 
try, than we caught a glimpse of ivory in 
the reeds. A large bull elephant was hap¬ 
pily munching through the fronds and 
stems in front of us. 

Again, the captain practically nudged 
the creature with the bow of our increas¬ 
ingly minute vessel as the bull towered 
over us and showed of his huge ears. 

Presently we heard another boat. But 
this one was being paddled by someone 
behind the reeds and the elephants. 

It was a dugout. We punted over to it. 
The man was clearly surprised and looked 
rather sheepish at our presence. 

‘Poacher,’ hissed the captain to me. We 


sidled up to him. I asked if I could see what 
was in the bottom of his boat. He eyed me 
suspiciously but had no hope of running. 

Slowly he bent, his clothes were rags, his 
canoe was leaking and his oily hands 
searched in the hull for something. A tusk? 
A gun? Not exactly. Two small fish were 
shamefacedly displayed. 

Technically this man was poaching, for 
taking anything from the river or land was 
illegal. ‘Shall we report ‘dis man?’ the cap¬ 


tain whispered to me. I smiled to the cap¬ 
tain and shook my head before turning to 
the man in the dugout. ‘Enjoy your fish’ I 
said. 

We pushed away and continued our own 
little expedition.. .into the sunset. I settled 
into my seat and watched an elephant’s 
bottom disappear into the reeds. This 
game ranger stuff was a doddle I thought.

DOROTHY Franklin began 
working as a student 
nurse at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital as a 
shy 17-year-old in January 
1961. in this second part 
of her reminiscences - 
she's Mrs Dorothy Roberts 
now - she tells of the 
night she met her 
husband-to-be and a very 
special gift she was given 
as she began her nursing 
career. 


I WAS at the Oswestry 
hospital for about five and 
a half years. One of the 
reasons for going to 
Oswestry was because 
they did a nurses’ course 
which you could start at 
17, instead of having to 
wait. 

If I had gone to any of the others I 
could not have started until I was 18. I 
did this two years’ nursing first, and 
then three and a half years of physio 
training. 

Some of my group went off to do their 
nurses’ training at other hospitals. The 
rest of us stayed there to do our physio 
training. 

When I began there, leaving my home 


in Rushden, Northamptonshire, a col¬ 
league of my father in Rushden gave me 
a photograph of Agnes Hunt. 

It was taken while she was staying 
with his family, the Robinsons, in Rush¬ 
den while fighting a typhoid outbreak 
in the village in 1892. As I was going to 
the hospital Agnes Hunt had founded 
Sam Robinson had thought I would be 
interested in the photo. 


It shows her with her dog Mike, 
which according to her autobiography 
was given to her by her sister because 
she was ‘going to the Midlands and 
needed protection from tramps.’ 

Married 

I married an Oswestry guy, Brian 
Roberts, who as ‘Rusty’ Roberts had 
been vocalist for George Riley’s band at 
the Garrison Theatre at Park Hall 


camp for 10 years. He was also a 
founder member of Cae Glas Cricket 
Club which has just celebrated its 60th 
anniversary. 

How we met? It was when I was at 
Oswestry. I was dragged by my friends - 
I would never have met anyone if it had 
not been for all these other girls I lived 
with- and we all went one night to this 
jazz club at Oswestry, John Read’s Jazz 


Club. John Read was the son who had 
the jazz club - his father had an electri¬ 
cal shop. I think I was looking after the 
handbags when Brian asked me out. 

He had finished singing for George 
Riley at that time. I didn’t know him 
and had never seen him singing.

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Pedigree is dear on 
new VW hatchback 


THERE was a time when car launches 
were all about top speeds, how fast you 
could reach 60mph, cornering and all 
the new gizmos that made A stand out 
from B. 

Now it’s all changed. What counts now is get¬ 
ting the most from a gallon of the cleanest fuel you 
can buy and causing the least damage to the 
planet. 

The trick if of course keeping your valued cus¬ 
tomers happy while achieving all these new goals 
and targets. 

Few cars can match the history of the Volkswa¬ 
gen Golf, yet with global sales now topping 29 mil¬ 
lion, and in its seventh generation, the latest Golf 
continues to offer buyers a car which sets bench¬ 
marks in comfort, practicality, safety and effi¬ 
ciency. 

And while the new car, which was recently 



revealed in the south of England to eagerly wait¬ 
ing motoring writers, has barely changed in 
appearance it is in fact a completely different car. 

Despite offering more room for passengers and 
more advanced technological features than previ¬ 
ous versions, new production techniques have 
contributed to the Golf Mk VII being up to 100kg 
lighter than the car it replaces, helping to make it 
up to 23 per cent more efficient than before. 

On top of this, the new Golf is also safer than 


ever, thanks not just to a stronger body structure 
but also to a raft of standard and optional passive 
and active safety systems. 

At 4,255mm, the new Golf is 56mm longer than 
its predecessor, with a 59mm longer wheelbase of 
2,637mm. The front wheels are 43mm further 
forward, helping to generate more interior space, 
while the Golf is also 13mm wider, at 1,799mm, 
and 28mm lower, at 1,452 mm. 

Though the new car’s dimensions are larger, its 
overall design is unmistakably that of a Golf, 
thanks to a design DNA that has evolved through 
the decades. 

Improved 

Inside the Golf there is also more room than 
ever. Rear legroom is improved by 15mm, and the 
front seats have been moved 20mm further back, 
benefiting taller drivers, and there is more room 
for luggage with the boot being 30 litres larger, at 
380 litres, with a low sill to make loading effort¬ 
less. 

The centre console is now angled more towards 
the driver, giving easier access to controls, includ¬ 
ing the new generation of touchscreen infotain¬ 
ment systems that is available on the Golf. 

All Golf models now have touchscreen systems 
as standard. It operates with finger gestures that 
will be familiar to smartphone users. Features

include DAB digital radio, auxiliary inputs 
(including USB), Bluetooth telephone prepara¬ 
tion and access to vehicle trip information. 

Between the front seats, space is increased by 
virtue of the new electronic parking brake with 
auto hold feature. 

Three specification levels are offered - S, SE 
and GT. BlueMotion and GTI models will follow 
later in 2013, along with a GTD high performance 
diesel and a new Golf Estate. 

Having driven all three models I came down in 
favour of the two-litre TDi and while handling 
was not as good as in the lighter petrol versions it 
was still very impressive. 

Golf lovers will be head over heels for this new 
model which has a combined fuel figure of 
68.9mpg and even in urban conditions clocks up 
56.5mpg thanks to the new lighter weight. Yet 
there’s still a top speed of 134mph and CO 2 emis¬ 
sions of only 106g/km. 

There’s a curtain airbag system for front and 
rear passengers, driver and front passenger 
airbags, driver’s knee airbags and front seat side 
impact airbags too. 

Safety systems include as standard a new Auto¬ 
matic Post-Collision Braking System which auto¬ 
matically brakes the vehicle after a collision and 
minimis es the chance of a second impact. 

Also available is a PreCrash system which, on 
detecting the possibility of an accident, pre-ten¬ 
sions seatbelts and closes the windows and sun¬ 
roof, leavingjust a small gap, to ensure the airbags 
provide the best possible protection. 

Available for the first time is a driver profile 
selection facility which allows the driver to choose 
from four modes - Eco, Sport, Normal and Indi¬ 
vidual. With Adaptive Chassis Control a fifth 
option - Comfort - is also offered. 


Other new technologies include the latest Park 
Assist, which allows the Golf to park itself parallel 
to the kerb in a space no more than 80 cm longer 
than the vehicle, and cope automatically with 
end-on bay parking. 

You get the feeling that Volkswagen will soon be 
shouting about passing the 30 million figure for 
Golf sales.

A NEW BMW Z4 is on the 
way with new styling, more 
equipment and a new 
entry-level model, the 
Munich-based company 
has confirmed. 

A mid-life update sees mildly revised 
lines mix with a familiar set of engines 
and trim levels, apart from a new 
sDrivel8i model, which uses a detuned 
version of the 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
turbocharged unit in the sDrive20i, 
and in SE trim it loses the 20i’s leather 
seats. 

At present the 20i, which has until 
now been the range’s entry point, 


accounts for 80 per cent of the model’s 
sales and BMW is hoping to expand 
sales with a more accessible option. 

High-performance Z4s start with 
the four-cylinder turbocharged 
sDrive28i, with the six-cylinder turbo- 
aided sDrive35i and 35is as the stan¬ 
dard bearers. All three are limited to 
155mph, with 242bhp, 302bhp and 
335bhp respectively.

The Pure Traction Design package 
can be ordered on any Z4 and brings 
with it Valencia Orange paint, an 


optional gloss black roof, leather and 
Alcantara sports seats with contrast¬ 
ing stitching and darker ‘metal weave’ 
interior trim. 

Standard equipment across all mod¬ 
els now includes DAB radio, xenon 
headlights, Bluetooth, USB connectiv¬ 
ity and a multi-function steering 
wheel. Only the sDrivel8i SE does 
without ‘Kansas’ leather upholstery as 
standard. 

The Z4 will go on sale in March, with 
on-the-road prices starting at £27,610 
and rising to £45,795. The Pure Trac¬ 
tion Package will cost between £550 
and £2,240 depending on which model 
it is added to.

The second-generation Cayenne was the com¬ 
ing of age for Porsche’s SUy answering the crit¬ 
ics of the original car and earning respect even 
from those who saw such a vehicle as going 
against the sporting ethos of the brand. 

But the Cayenne has never been an ordinary 
SUV; it has always had proper Porsche genes 
running through it, and with the latest model 
looking sharper and driving even better, it 
makes unquestionable sense as a more practical 
proposition for people who have to have the 
Porsche shield on the front of their car. 

However, you might wonder if there is any 
need for another engine option in the Cayenne. 

For a car that is more than likely going to be 
bought by the lucky few, it already offers a 
remarkably broad spread of powerplants. 

There’s the ‘entry-level’ V6 petrol, the V8 
petrol in two outputs, the bonkers V8 turbos 
that also come in two outputs, the hybrid petrol 
and the existing diesel. 

There’s nothing wrong with the diesel offer¬ 
ing either; it offers up 4051b/ft of torque and as a 
result can manage 0-62mph in 7.6 seconds, 
137mph flat out and deliver 39.2mpg combined. 

But the Porsche engineers seem to think 
that’s not enough, so they have introduced the 


Diesel S. 

Just as with the petrol models, the ‘S’ might 
as well stand for ‘significant’ - instead of the V6 
oil burner, the Diesel S gets a new eight-cylinder 
twin-turbo unit that Porsche claims is a unique 
offering in the segment. 

Better still are the numbers it produces; with 
382bhp it is a whisker behind the V8 petrol but 
it is the torque output that really slackens the 
jaw. A mammoth 6261b/ft of torque is available 
from just 2,000rpm, almost a whole lOOlb/ft 
more than the truly insane petrol Turbo S. 

With that much motive force under the bon¬ 
net, it’s no wonder the Cayenne Diesel S is a 
rapid machine. 

It blasts to 62mph in a borderline absurd 5.7 
seconds - 0.2 seconds faster than the V8 petrol 
Cayenne S - and can hit 156mph. 


It’s hard to put these numbers out of your 
mind when you slide behind the wheel, but this 
is a diesel underneath it all and so is far less 
intimidating than you might expect. 

Logical 

Climb aboard and the familiar Cayenne cabin 
greets you with clear and logical displays. You 
get the proper SUV driving position so the view 
out is excellent, yet there’s still a sportscar feel; 
you are high up but surrounded by the cabin, 
and it certainly doesn’t feel top-heavy or 
ungainly. 

The driving position is superb and you grasp 
a proper Porsche steering wheel with a relatively 
thin rim, all of which helps to get you in the 
mood. 

Fire up the Diesel S and it sounds a lot more

V8 than diesel. There’s an appealing throb com¬ 
ing from the exhaust, but if you blip the throttle, 
it grows to a proper sporty sound. 

Select drive on the automatic transmission 
and the massive wave of torque makes pulling 
away as easy it could possibly be; this is a car that 
could be driven without ever using more than a 
tiny squeeze of the accelerator. 

It’s such a flexible unit that ordinary driving 
is utterly effortless, and with adjustable suspen¬ 
sion that can be tweaked for maximum comfort, 
the Cayenne Diesel S is a thoroughly relaxing car 
to drive. Big distances can be covered with ease 
as there is plenty of space for passengers and lug¬ 
gage. The 100-litre fuel tank may cost a bit to fill 
but it allows a theoretical range of more than 700 
miles. 

However, it would take a particularly dedi¬ 


cated individual to drive that far and not exploit 
the performance, so tempting is the amount of 
acceleration on offer. 

Regardless of speed or gear, apply a firm right 
foot to the accelerator and the Diesel S urges for¬ 
ward with no discernible effort, with the eight- 
speed automatic transmission marshalling all 
the forces superbly well whether you shift your¬ 
self or leave it to its own devices. 

And it behaves just as a Porsche should when 
you arrive at a challenging bend. Of course this 
is not a lightweight car, but the way it behaves 
when pressed is remarkable. 

It responds accurately to the driver’s 
demands, with good feedback through the steer¬ 
ing, impressive balance and generally more com¬ 
posure than a car of this size should be capable 
of. 

In many ways, this is the most convincing car 
that Porsche offers. 

Not only does it deliver a generous slice of 
driving fun, it also brings comfort, practicality 
and even respectable economy into the equation. 

It’s still a Porsche, so it’s no giveaway, but 
once on your driveway, you’d be hard pressed to 
find something as universally capable.
